SAN _ FRANCISCO - In an 
emotional, - tension-filled public 
hearing before the SF Planning 
Commlission Dec. 11，critics of 
the  _ proposed Pineview Senior 
Housing Project at Broadway 
and Mason Streets managed to 
agree on just one thing: The 
alir Spbace above the Broadway 
tunnel ought to be covered Up. 

It was the last chance ,for 
the project's opponents to make 
public statements on the draft 
of the environmental impact 
report (EIR) that was released 
in November. During 2-1/2 


hours of testimony， church 
members， neighborhood repre- 
Sentatives， 1local merchants， 


health professionals，and others 
took turns at khe microphone. 
Most recommended that the 
project be drastically reduced

Chung，executive director of 
Self-Help for the Elderly， 
which is sponsoring the project， 
was among approximately 150 
people who packed the Board 
of Supervisors chambers in City 
Hall for the long-awaited hear- 
1ng. 

Like project director Yvonne 
Lee and Pineview Housing Cor- 
poration president Rosalyn 开 oo， 
Chung remained Silent during 
tesSessiomaDhessiaststinmnessa 
Similar hearing on Pineview 
was held，in mid-December 
1985，Supporters and opponents 
alike were given the floor. 

This time，however，the pur- 
pose was to inpyite comments on 
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the accuracy of the draft EIR 
-- not to _ determine whether the 
permlit for the project should 
be granted，Therefore，Ssupport- 
ers were allowed to speak only 
in reSponse to Specific charges. 

One Side of the chambers 
was 0occupied largely by seniors 
who favor the project.， On the 
Other Slide were dozens of 
parishioners of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Catholic Church at 
908 Broadway，which has spear- 
headed the opposition. The 
proposed Pineview Site is 
directly across the street from 
the_ church.

Woman Attacked After Protesting 


Alleged Berkeley Gang Rape

BERKELEY - An anti-rape 
activist was attacked at her 
Oakland home Nov.， 10 by an 
unidentified man who threw 
rocks at her face. 

Debbie McCann，21，is an 
outspoken member of the Coali- 
tion to Break the Silence，a 
UC-Berkeley group formed to 
protest the alleged gang rape of 
an ASian woman on campus. 
Men warning McCann to "back 
off” and threatening to rape 
her have Spray-painted her 
house and given her a harass- 
ing letter and phone calls. 

McCann identified her assail- 
ant as a tall，thin man with 
short， curly blond hair. She 
reportedly chased him after he 
Struck her below the eye with 
a rock，but he escaped. 

The Coalition to Break the 
Silence formed after four UCB 
football players allegedly 
gang-raped an ASsian woman in 
her dormitory Sept. 27. 

The case has evoked a num- 
ber of common Stereotypes: 
about rape that anti-rape activ- 
:ists want to defuse，according 


,to Sallie Werson of UCB'Ss Rape- 


Prevention Education Program. 

One myth is that people are 
usually raped by strangers， In 
the Berkeley case，the victim 
knew her alleged attackers，She 
consented to one Sexual act 
with one of them，but claims 
the other three men forced 
themselves on her，according to 
Several SourcesS. 


ACQUAINTANCE 入 APE 


The local District Attorney'?Ss 
Office decided not to brosecute 
the case for lack of evidence. 
Though both the woman and 
the men acknowledge they 
engaged 1n Sexual acts，the use 
of force 1s often difficult to 
prove in acquaintance Tapes. 

"People are not willing to 
believe that Someone they know 
rapes,”Werson Said. 

However，80 to 90 percent of 
all rapbpes are committed by 
Someone the victim knows，she 
added. 

The victim was also very 
drunk at the_ time of the linci- 
dent; an intoxicated . woman 
may not be able to give 
informed consent Or resist the 
advances of 1large，Strong men， 
Werson Sald. 

According to _ California 1law， 
if a person is mentally incapa- 
ble of consenting to aa Sexual 
act it's Still rape，Said 有 Roberta 
Friedman，also of UCB's rape 
prevention program. 


The victim was "very disap- 
pointed that the DA didn't file 
charges against these men. Ihat 
(the _ court System) 1S where She 
wanted to be heard” said Wer- 
Son. 

Demonstrators who “protested 
the DA'Ss decision at a football 
game were removed from the 
Stadium by university pollice. 

UCB has no judlcial System 
to prosecnute the four men， At 


most， campus officials could 
expell them for violations of 
tesaNcdemtancCOndUCEEECOd es 
which prohibits "lewd and 
licentious behavior,” Werson 
Said. The code Says nothing 
about rape. 
WRIST SLAP 


The men were not expelled， 
Suspended from the football 
team Or required to move out 
of the dormitory where they 
and the victim 1lived.， After one 
of the alleged attackers made a 
harassing ， phone call to the 
victim， he“ “was moved to a 
nearby hotel at the _ University?s 
expense，bpress accounts Said. 

In 3a_ last-minute Settlement， 
the men avolided a student con- 
duct hearing by agreeing to 
write letters of apology to _ the 


victim， perform 40 hours of 
community service， undergo 
counseling， move out of the 
dorm at the end of the semes- 
ter and receive letters of 
reprimand in their academic 
files. 


After the settlement，3a group 
of 32 tenured faculty women 
and other UCB staff wrote a 
letter to  UCB's chancellor 
asking why the student code 
makes no mention of Sexual 
asSsault and why the woman 
was Tepresented by university 
counsel instead of her own 
]awyer. 

Campus administrators have 
appointed a faculty committee 
to study the problem. 

Many women on campus were 
outraged by the settlement. 
They Saw it as an indirect 
admission of guilt by the men 
and 3a mlld wrist-slap by a 
unlversity unwilling to punish 
football stars. 

At a protest after the settle- 
ment，a man grabbed and broke 
a plcketer'S Sign，according to 
One press account. 

Attacks on anti-rape activists 
are "what happens when women 
Speak out,”Werson Said. Histori- 
cally， men have attacked 
women who protest Tape，Sshe 
said，citing a number of inci- 
dents acrosSs the  _ country.

RACIAL MYTHS 


The case was particularly 
controversial because the four 
alleged attackers are black，and 
another common myth is that 
most rapists are black. 

Ihough more than three 
quarters of all men convicted 
and imprisoned for rape are 
black，black men do not com- 
mit the majority of rapes， 
Werson Salid.， The ethnic break- 
down of rapists in this country 
parallels the ethnic breakdown 
of the  _ population and most 
rapists _ attack women of their 
Own Trace，She added. 

Two groups ”protesting the 
Berkeley case Splintered over 
this matter. The ,first group， 
organized by the _ United People 
of Color (UPC)，did- not want 
to fuel racist Stereotypes by 


focusing on the Sept 27 case. 一 


Instead，they wanted to focus 
on campus rapes in general -- 
115rapcS or attemDtedarapes 
have been reported at UCB this 
year，Werson Said. 

The Coalition to Break the 
Silence wanted to focus on the， 
particular case and broke away 
from the UPC. 


Another Tacial myth about 
rape that is _ now circulating on 
campus is that Asian women 
are easy "targets”"” because they 
don?"t report Tapes， Several 
SOUICeSs Said.

People believe that "Asian 
women are Very Sexual or are 
Very easy to Iape because of 
their acculturation,” Werson 
salid addincsa We liveenara 
Taclist SOciety."

OAKLAND - At a press con- 
ference crowded with media 
Tebresentatives Nov. 16， 
CenSsus Bureau released new 
data concerning minority-oOwned 
businesses in the US. 

IThe Los Angeles-Long Beach 
area leads the nation with over 
200,000 minority and women- 
Owned businesseSs.、 ASsians and 
Pacific Islanders own 40% of 
those “ businesseSs. Statewide， 
ASlians and Pacific 
Own Imore businesses than any 
other minority group in Cali- 
fornia，numbering 96,000 busi- 
messes with receipts totaling 
$6.7 billion. 

Nearly 30 percent of all 
ASian-owned businesses in Cali- 
fornla call the nine-county Bay 


Area reglion home. JIt is the 
Second 1largest center Of ASsian 
American businesses. These 
businesses contribute 9$1.9 
blillion in receipts and have a 
total payroll of $197 million 
for 24,827  _ employees. The 


average annual recelpts for Bay 
Area Asian firms was $55,654.

TOKYO (PNS) - With Santas in all the streets and stores, Christmas USA-style 
may be the most popular American export to Japan 一 acountry where only one 


percent of the people are Christian. 


Celebrating Christmas here started with 
the US occupation after World War [， 
But why it became so popular is some- 
thing of a mystery. There was no special 
need for an excuse to celebrate, New 
Years, the biggest holiday of the year is 
just around the corner. 


Most of the seasons gift shopping, fueled 
by the two- to three-month bonuses given 
salaried workers, is for traditional year- 
end gifts that people buy anyway. TIo help 
them get in the spending mood，stores 
compete to see who can stuff in the most 
Christmas displays. 


Allotf this makes Christmas in TIokyo look 
much like Christmas in NewYork or 
London. Yet Western appearances mask 
an underlying reality that remains essen- 
tially Japanese. 
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On Christmas Eve Japanese children do 
not wait for St. Nick from the North 
Pole, but Papa from the ofthce. He may or 
may not be bearing the“kurisumasu 
purezentos”(Christmas presents) for the 
young ones,， but only a Scrooge-san would 
forget the traditional “kurisumasu keiki 


(cake). 
BAKERIES BUSY 


Bakeries and pastry shops, whom some 
Suspect of inventing the keiki tradition 
just to boost sales, do rolling business on 
Christmas Eve. Japan probably sellsmore 
cake topped with a“Merry Christmas” 
frosting than any country in the world. 


Nativity scenes are almost never Seen ; 
the star of the season is Santa Claus. He 
makes appearances in front of stores all 
over Tokyo, politely urging shoppers to 
step inside. 


Several of the larger department stores 
even started Santa Claus delivery services 
last year. They idea caught on and they 
were SOon Swarmped with orders from 


parents wanting purezentos hand-delivered 
to their children. 


While oftce workers hold their tradi- 
tional “bonenkai”or “forget the year" 
drinking parties, many young adults now

Protestant Parish in New York City，where 
he worked with low-income Puerto Ricans 
and black families. He later attended the 
University of Wisconsin law school， deter- 
mined to merge his commitment to serving 
the disadvantaged in ministry with the law. 

“Roland was particularly inspired by 
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the writings of the late William String- 
fellow, an Episcopalian attorney and theo- 
logian”Collin said. Stringfellow wrote ex- 
tensively about societys neglect of Harlem's 
poor. 

From 1967 to 1970，Roland TIong 
served as a staff attorney with the Harlem 
Model Cities program in New York and 
later became a trial attorney with the US 
Department of Justice and Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission from 1971 
to 1976,， before entering private practice in 
his native San Francisco. A member of the 
California Bar Association，he was active 
in many community service programs and 
provided free legal assistance for the De- 
lancey Street Foundation, a San Francisco-- 
based organization that aids ex-felons and 
convicts. Roland Tong also worked for the 
Telegraph Hill Neighborhood Association 
and served as president of the North Beach 
mental health advisory board. 

At the time of his death，Iong had 
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been campaigning on behalf ofseveral local 
congressional candidates and was a mem- 
ber of Grace Episcopal Cathedral，where 
he had taken a strong interest in the ca- 
thedrals School for Boys.

After Studying seven other 
possible sites， the nonprofit 
Pineview Housing _ Corporation 
finally settled on the Broadway 
tunnel air Space as the only 
Site that met the criteria of 
affordability，availability and 
pbroximity to Chinatown. 

The-current design is for a 
58-foot Duilding with “70 hous- 
ing units for 77 people，a 
Senior center，a public plaza 
extending 36 feet 
the Mason Street entrance，and 
12 parking Spaces. Approval 
hinges upon a rezoning of the 
Site from RM2 (moderate den- 
Sity) to RM4 (high density). 

In an interview with 
EastAVHest minutes before the 
hearing，McDonnell gave four 
Teasons for Opposing Pineview: 

- "Its a Sealed-up building 
where it'"s illegal to open a 
window and get fresh air. The 
people in the Pineview project 
will be exposed to the tight 
building Syndrome.
